Oct. 19, .in this 
case. 


If you Btill haven't paid by 


Oct. 14, or five days before the 
tax sale date, a registered letter 
is sent informing you basically of 
the information in the advertise- 
ment. 


And if you haven't paid by Oct. 


19, the property is sold for taxes

The term tax shark refers to a 


person who obtains a tax lien 
against the property for the sole 
purpose of profit.

In society, the "tax shark" 


does two things. (1) He profits 
by capitalizing on the distress of 
others In a "business" that pays 
extremely high interest rates; 
and (2) he provides the county 
with tax money needed to run 
public affairs.

To redeem your property from 


the purchaser, through the county 
clerk, you must pay what he paid 
for the tax certificate plus inter- 
est. 


The percentage of that interest is 


based on what the purchaser bid 
for the property sold for taxes. 
Bidding starts at 12 per cent and 
works down. 


For example, the most lucra- 


tive bid is 12 per cent, the maxi- 
mum allowed by Illinois law. If 
there is competition, the per- 
centage is reduced. 
, The per cent represents the 
amount you will have to pay in 
interest on the tax, plus the tax 
itself and affiliated costs, to re 
deem your property from the 
purchaser.

If you manage to redeem the 


property 
within 
the first 
six 


months after it is sold, the inter- 
est remains the same as the bid. 


However, the longer you wait, 


the greater the interest. According 
to law, interest increases every six 
months up to two years.

Troubles, Just as You Do 


Uncle Sam—just like many American families—is hav- 


ing budget troubles.

some in the coming year. Like most Americans, he finds it 
hard to cut down as he'd like on the things that cost him 
money.

It appears that once again, like many an American fam- 


ily, he'll have to go a little bit further into debt.

Tax collections in the next few months are going to be 


whopping. But after June 15, the're going to be pretty slim 
pickings. 
One reason is that corporations must pay 90 per cent of 


their income taxes by June 15. The taxes they will be pay- 
ing will be on their earnings in 1953. And for many a cor- 
poration 1953 profits were quite high. 


Many of them will have to pay both the regular 52 per 


cent income tax and also whatever extra they owe in excess 
profits taxes. 
The present treasury deficit, close to 10 billion dollars, 


should fall to around three billion dollars by the end of June, 
most financial experts feel. Some think the treasury may 
be pleasantly surprised by the size of the March and June 
payments and have an even smaller deficit when it closes the 
books June 30 on* its fiscal year. 


If so, some feel that congress may be encouraged to cut 


taxes even further. And that the treasury doesn't want.

The treasury feels that in the fiscal year starting July 


I its tax collections will be off around five billion dollars from 
this year. 


There are two reasons for. that—one happy for the tax- 


payer and the other not so happy. 


Taxes were cut Jan. 1 on individual incomes for 1954. 


The excess profits tax died then, too. And some 50,000 cor- 
porations won't be paying a total of better than a billion dol- 
lars into the treasury. 


If congress doesn't renege, the ordinary corporation in- 


come tax rate will drop to 47 per cent from its present 52 
per cent on April 1. 


The not so happy reason the treasury looks for smaller 


collections next year is the general feeling that business 
won't be as good as last, that unemployment will be higher, 
work weeks shorter, and individual and corporate incomes 
generally smaller. There won't be so much money around 
for the treasury to tax.

On Feb. 27, 1952, Rafael L. Trujillo, who is al- 


ways truly referred to in the obedient Dominican 
press as "benefactor of the Republic," made an ad- 
dress to the national legislature in which he said: 
"I have never regarded democracy as the servant 
of misery and backwardness." 


Of course, the United States never was in- 


tended to be a democracy, but the promoters of 


the monstrous power which now has a. vested right to riot and kill, to 
throttle industry and bleed the nation, constantly insist that that is 
what the founding fathers intended our country to be. Taking them at 
their word, then it is plain that Trujillo is much more sensible, prac- 
tical and helpful to his people than RooseveJt, Truman or Eisenhower 
has been to ours. He is indeed a "benefactor de la patria." 


Is it any worse that a presiden- 


tial dictator has power to say 
"There will be no strike" than that 
a John L. Lewis- a Walter Reuther 
or a Dave Beck has power to de- 
cree strikes by fiat and throw vast 
regions into anarchy and millions 
of people out of work who have ab- 
solutely no voice in the question? 
Is Trujillo, the elected autocrat 
and a popular hero of an enor-

Medicine Cabinet 
Needs Attention 


Your medicine gabinet needs 


"first aid" if it is typical of many 
of its brothers this time of year. 
It's not safe to let it groan under 
the weight of medicines your fam- 
ily no longer uses. Get rid of them; 
they may cost a life it they are 
taken accidentally. 


Pauline Brimhall, a University 


of Illinois health education special- 
ist, strongly recommends that if 
you must keep poisons or danger 
ous drugs, such as sleeping pills 
and other sedatives, you should 
keep them in a cabinet that is sep- 
arate from the much-used medi- 
cines. If the cabinet is where it 
can be reached by children, fasten 
it with a latch or lock that chil 
dren can't open. 


The National Safety Council says 


more than four-fifths of all fatal 
accidental poisonings occur in the 
home. About one-third of these 
poisoning victims are children un- 
der the age of four years. 


As you inventory your medicine 


cabinet you will probably find you 
need to replenish certain supplies. 
It is a good idea to buy an extra 
bottle of antiseptic and some burn 
ointment, recommended by your 
doctor, for the kitchen. Then you'll 
be able to treat cuts and burns 
promptly without going to the med- 
icine cabinet. Treating burns quick- 
ly usually lessens the pain and 
speeds healing.

MATURE PARENT 


CHILDREN EXPECT US TO ACT 
IN FACE OF HUMAN MISERY 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 


As there is plenty of human misery around, your child or inin* 


may run into it any day, quite unexpectedly. 


Several days ago I saw a small girl suddenly run into it. She 


looked to be about five years old. Beside her mother, she sat across 
the bus aisle from me, looking out the window, so she didn't notice 
the new passenger's arrival. 


The rest of us did. Hatless, swaying his face streaked with grime, 


he stood for a moment at the coin box, fumbling for his fare. Then, 
mumbling to himself, he staggered down the aisle past us. trailing be« 
hind him the smell of misery and drunkenness. 


Then the bus lurched, and the new passenger stumbled and fell to 


the floor. 


Across the aisle, the mother said to the' little girl, "Don't look, 


Helen. Don't notice the horrible man." 


She said it sharply. 
Once I knew a woman with such an inflamed social conscience that 


she used to rush about digging up examples of human misery-to dis- 
play to her little boy. It seemed rather unbalanced. But to me. any- 
way, it would appear equally unbalanced to refuse to acknowledge mis- 
ery when it practically drops in a child's lap. 


Or like the parent in my bus. to define jt as "horrible." 
For children think very highly of us. They trust us, I think, to 


take horror out of their contacts with realities, but not it in. And they 
tend to be a little uncomfortable around us when we are too easily re- 
volted by realities. 


It has been my experience that children are happiest when they 


see us take action on human misery we run into with them. 


Sometimes, we can't. In the position of this mother, for example, 


we might feel it would be unwise to attract drunken attention to us and 
our child by trying to lift our fellow human being to his feet. 


But while it might be wise to just sit quietly while others help him 


to his feet. I very much doubt the wisdom of calling our fallen fellow 
creature "horrible." 


Indeed, if we do sit quietly. Helen may be grateful for an explana- 


tion of our failure to act. 


So we might say to her, "We let the gentleman behind us pick him 


up, not because we didn't want to help him, but because he might not 
have believed we wanted to. He is sick, you see, and can't tell whether 
people want to hurt him or help him. So we let the gentleman behind 
us take the chance on making him angry."

brothers Thursday handcuffed U.S. 
Atty. Laughlin E. Waters in an at- 
tempted "citizen's arrest." 


They accused him of "conspiracy 


against the rights of citizens and 
deprivation of rights under cover 
of the law." They said he had 
been giving them the "brushoff" 
and refused to discuss with them 
the government's seizure of the 
plane they purchased a year ago 
from the Bakersfield, Calif., school 
district, which had used it for a 
mechanical training course. 


"Before I knew what was hap- 


pening they had snapped a hand- 
cuff on my right wrist," Waters 
said. George Finn then snapped 
the other handcuff to his own right 
wrist, while Charles called police. 


"We're not going to have any 


part of this," police officers said 
when they arrived and recognized 
Waters.- But the U. S. attorney for 
southern California demanded that 
he be taken to the police station. 


Police Inspector James Law- 


rence demanded that the Finns re- 
lease Waters. 


"We know our rights," the Finns 


answered. "We've been ignored 
long enough." 


"People can't go around arrest- 


ing the U. S. attorney," said Jack 
trwin, acting mayor. 


The Finns and Waters, trailed 


by officials, reporters and photog- 
raphers, went to the offices of Dist. 
Atty. S. Ernest Roll. Waters went 
free and the twin brothers were 
arraigned before the U. S. com- 
missioner on a charge of assaulting 
a federal officer, then jailed in lieu 
of $10,000 bail. 


The Finns' difficulties with the 


government began when federal 
authorities told them they had no 
right to purchase the transport 
plane, which had been condemned 
or flying. The twins ignored the 
government and flew the plane to 
an isolated field near Death Valley. 
They were arrested but the case 
against them collapsed because the 
government couldn't prove which 
of the brothers ^actually had flown 
the plane from Bakersfield. 


The plane since has been im- 


wunded at Nellis Air Force Base, 
fevada, and the twins have been 
rying futilely to regain it. 
The Finn brothers, who spend 


much of their time reading law 
books, are still confident. "We've 
done nothing wrong," they told 
newsmen.

Bales' Argument 


In his final arguments, Bales 


said in quoting from the law: 


"Why 
is the mere unsuccessful 


attempt to bribe criminal? The 
officer refuses to take the offered 
reward, and his integrity is un- 
touched, his conduct uninfluenced 
by it. 


"The reason for the law is plain. 


The offer is a severe temptation to 
the weak and the depraved. It 
tends to corrupt, and, as the law 
abhors the least tendency to cor- 
ruption, it punishes the act which 
is calculated to debase, and which 
may affect, prejudicially, the mo- 
rals of the community." 


Bales continued: 
"It is said that the law abhors 


the least tendency to corruption, 
and upon the principle that an at- 
tempt to commit a misdemeanor, 
is itself a misdemeanor. Attempts 
to bribe public officers, though un- 
successful, have been held to be 
criminal. The object was to pre- 
serve purity in official conduct, 
and in the administration of jus- 
tice: and the tendency of the bribe 
being to corrupt official conduct, 
and pervert justice, he who re- 
ceived and he who offered the 
bribe were alike punished." 


In the final argument of the de- 


fense, Jones told the court the mat- 
ter amounted merely to a misun- 
derstanding on the part of Sheriff 
Stouffer as to Lloyd's intentions at 
the time of the alleged attempted 
bribe. 


He claimed the state has not 


proven, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that Lloyd actually intended to 
bribe Stouffer. 


The events leading up to Lloyd's 


indictment consisted of Stouffer's 
testimony at Lloyd's trial for book- 
making when his own attorney, 
Frank McDonnell, paved the way 
for today's trial. 


Earlier Testimony 


When Bales questioned Stouffer 


during the bookmaking trial last 
October as to any conversation he 
he had with Lloyd, Stouffer said 
it pertained to the complaint. 


McDonnell, Lloyd's attorney, in- 


terjected, "I object. J would like to 
lave the conversation." 


Bales asked, "What did you say 


to him and he to you?" . 


"He said he knew that somebody 


had tried to get him and this some- 
body wanted him to stay in jail. 
I advised him that this 'somebody' 
was not me and I would make ev- 
ery effort to get him out on bond.' 
Stouffer explained. 


"Do you want all of the conver- 


sion?" he asked McDonnell. 


"Yes, give ua the whole thing," 


was the reply. 


Mr. Lloyd said, 'In my bag is 


over $3,000 of my money; take it 
and forget the whole matter,' and 
I aaid, 'No, I don't do business that 
way.'" 


During cross-examination by Mo* 


Donnell at the bookmaking trial, 
the following testimjfcy was given:

by July and to just a little over

Taft had said: 
"Not only is an all-powferful air 


force the best possibel defense for 
the United States, but is alto the 
greatest deterrent to war." 
' In his message Eisenhower said 
his budget "points toward the crea- 
tion, maintenance and full exploit- 
ation of modern air power . . . . 
this budget . . . provides* greater

Possible Now in Pension 


NEW YORK try—Baseball Commissioner Ford Frick insists there 


can be no changes in the disputed player pension plan before 1956 when 
the current $l,100,000-per-year contracts for World Series radio-TV 
expires. 


"Nobody knows how much we 


will be able to get on a new con- 
tract," Frick said Thursday at a 
press conference where he distrib- 
uted a financial report on the seven 
years of the pension plan. 


"I have read where people talk 


of five million dollars," he said. 


"You must remember we are 


talking about only what baseball 
will receive. If we were paid that 
much, a sponsor would have to pay 
five million dollars more for line 
charges, time and other expenses. 
I doubt very much if anybody can 
pick up a 10-million-dollar tab for 
five or seven days. 


If More Money 


"One thing is certain. If we get 


more money under our new con- 
tract, the, pension fund will bo re- 
studied to give the player* every 
benefit possible." 


The player representatives in 


September asked changes in the 
fund to raise monthly payments 
from $50 to $80 for five-year men 
and $100 to $150 for 10-year men. 
They niso »sked that annuities be- 
gin at 45 instead cf SO with lower 
player costs. Frick said he had 
been advised that would cost from 
12,260,000 to $9,780,000 additional.

Defend Asia 
General Van 


With Asians? 
Fleet Urges 


More tons of aviation ordnance 


—luch as bombs, rockets, and 
machine gun ammunition — have 
been expended m Korea by the 
U. S. Navy and Marine Corps 
than were expended by them dur- 
ing all of World War H,

PLEASANTVILLE, N. Y., Jan. 


22—The use of Asian divisions, 
capable of being well trained for 
combat and costing only I/25th aa 
much as American division*, offera 
the only feasible ground-defense 
plan against the Soviet policy of 
moving into the "weak spots" of 
Asia. Such ia the contention of Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet, as expressed 
in the lead article of the February 
Reader's Digest, out today. 


Warning that an attempt to fur- 


nish the world with American 
ground armies "will dram us of 
manpower and throw us into bank- 
ruptcy, which is what the Soviet 
wants," the author urges that we 
dot the Iron Curtain's rim with 
"preparedness 
packages," 
each 


made up of ten native divisions. 


"We may figure conservatively," 


he says, "that 100 well-trained and 
well-equipped divisions might be 
needed to save Asia. If we tried to 
dam this vast chasm with Ameri- 
can divisions, as we plugged the 
little hole in Korea, it would take 
almost two million men and would 
cost us $25 billion a year." 


From 
the lessons of his 22 


months as commander of the U.S. 
Eighth Army in Korea,-and from 
consultations with military leaders 
on a.recent round-the-world survey 
trip,'Van Fleet is convinced that 
! the 25-to-l cost ration is accurate. 
To keep a single American division 
overseas for a. year costs about 
$250,000,000. For about $9,000.000. 
Van Fleet estimates, a native divi- 
sion in any Asian country now 
threatened by Communist pene- 
tration can be not only trained but 
fed, clothed and paid for a full 
year. 


The general insists that this vast 


difference in cost implies no inferi- 
ority of the trained native divisions 
m combat. At schools like one al- 
ready set up at Kwang-ju, Korea, 
native troops can be turned into 
efficient fighting units. In training, 
only a few American advisers are 
needed, per division. Van Fleet 
says. How good a native division 
can be, when adequately trained 
and led, vvas shown by the Korean 
Sixth Badly defeated by the Chin- 
ese Reds in April, 1951, this divi- 
sion was reformed, newly equipped 
and given competent native leader- 
ship. Returning to the line, it 
"fought like a commando team" to 
redeem Korean honor. 
"After 


that," Van Fleet writes, "I never 
had a better, more dependable di- 
vision in my command." 


Explaining why American divi- 


sions in Asia cost so much more 
than the native, Van Fleet writes: 
"Our people insist (I would not 
change it) that the GI should take 
with him to Asia his American 


standard of living, which is the 
world's highest." That GI's food 
ration—"the worlds most tastily 
varied"—costs close to $5 per day 
per man, delivered in Korea. The 
South Korean ration, mostly rice, 
costs'40 cents a day. 


The GI's uniform is faj» more ex- 


pensive than the Korean's, and new 
one are issued more often. The 
lowliest combat GI's pay is $136 20 
a month, while the Korean con- 
siders himself fortunate to get 15 
cents. When on the move the GI 
expects to be hauled in a truck; a 
Korean assumes he will walk. 


An American division is "luxuri- 


ously upholstered with six tank 
' companies. An Asiatic division 
| may have none. Though "stagger- 
ingly costly," the tank is often use- 
less in the mountains and swamps 
of Asia's battle terrain. 


Other advantages of defending 


Asia with Asians are cited. It 
would strip the Communists of 
their powerful argument that we 
are fighting a "white man's imper- 
ialist war" to put Asia in chains. 
It would be much more likely to 


win to our side the dissident ele- 
ments within enemy ranks. "A 
Chinese soldier who leaves th* 
Hammer and Sickle to Join the 
Free Chinese loses no 'fact'V' Van 
Fleet pointa out. 


Had we accepted Chiang's offer 


of his army when the Korean war 
began, "we might not have needed 
to bring a single American ground 
division from the States-," the gen- 
eral nays. He observes, further, 
that his "unfilled hope." later in 
the war, was to bring Chiang's di- 
visions to Korea, three at a time, 
to give them battle training in ro- 
tation. 


The "preparedness package" for 


Asiatic countries, as urged by the 
author, would consist of ten divi- 
sions and cost about $100,000,000 In- 
cluding a training school such as 
that at Kwang-ju. Trained in such 
schools, native armies of the ten- 
division size should suffice to keep 
Communists out of Thailand, Ma- 
laya, Indonesia, the Philippines, 
Pakistan and Iran, Van Fleet says. 


As native troops are trained, our 


costly American overseas garri- 
sons can be recalled at the rate of 
two or more divisions per year. 


In conclusion, the general urges, 


we should stand ready, when the 
Communists "poke into a 
soft 


spot," to provide the native divi- 
sions with the munitions of .war 
they will need but cannot make for 
themselves. Since our own strength 
should be husbanded for 
"our 


greatest role, which is to keep 
mastery of sea and air," 
we 


should use it to aid only "worthy 
allies," that is, countries eager to 
raise infantry to defend their na- 
tive soil.

Reuther Says 
Unemployment 
Data Delayed 


DETROIT W—Walter P. Reuther, 


president of the CIO and the Uni- 
ted Auto Workers, criticizes the La- 
bor Department for what he calls 
"inexcusable" delay in publicizing 
national unemployment figures. 


In a telegram to Secretary of 


Labor James P. Mitchell Thurs- 
day, Reuther charged delay will 
deny to many areas of acute labor 
surplus the application of unem- 
ployment relief measures indorsed 
by President Eisenhower. 


Labor Department officials at 


Washington said a reply probably 
would be given Reuther today. 
Mitchell mad« no prior comment. 


Under the Eisenhower • backed 


plan, Reuther said, defense con- 
tracts are to be awarded to sur- 


i plus labor areas. 


He told Mitchell "It was my un- 


derstanding . . . that the report of 
your bureau on labor surplus is 
about to be released . . . based on 
employment conditions as of Nov. 
15. 


"This delayed action in report- 


ing facts already available here in 
Michigan and in other areas is in 
niy judgment inexcusable in view 
of rapidly increasing unemploy- 
ment . . . " 


Reuther said the auto industry 


was badly hurt by layoffs. He said 
that in Detroit 107.000 men, or 7 
per cent'of the work force, were 
reported idle in a Jan. 10 survey 
by the Michigan Employment Se- 
curity Commission. 


A community with 7 per cent un- 


employment is regarded as a "sur- 
plus labor area." The Michigan 
commission administers unemploy- 
ment compensation in the state.
